Responsibilities 

pROFESSOR ANTHONY EMERY Is the possessor 
of many Ulents. He is undeniably one of the moat 
eiiidlte and witty members of the faculty of the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria, a writer of some repute, a lecturer 
of no mean ability and an entertaininK and oft-times 
pro\'ocative public speaker. 

On Monday night, as a member of a panel dis¬ 
cussing the community’s responsibility to the univer¬ 
sity and the university's responsibility to the com¬ 
munity, Professor Emery was afforded the opportun¬ 
ity of giving full rein to the majority of his talents- 
and this he did without stint 

From his welter of well choaen woi-ds and 
thoughts emerged two major points of particular in¬ 
terest to all those presently engaged in the task of at¬ 
tempting to raise money by public subscription for the 
future expansion of the University of Victoria. 

His first point was that universities should not 
be financed through puUic donations. The costs of 
the development and expansion of universities, he 
felt, should be entirely borne by govemmenL Fur¬ 
ther, he said, the only way ta force the governments 
tr accept their responidbility in this field is for the 
general public to give a firm “no” to any appeal for 
funds. 

“Only If the pubHc refuses to subscribe financially 
will the govemnient be forert to support universities 
In the way government supports all other important 
institutions, through taxation," he said. 

From this remark 'one can only conclude that 
Professor Emery is a strong advocate of govern¬ 
ment control over all Canadian univeisitiea. It la 
only logical to believe that If the government were 
to as.sume the full financing of a university it would 
also in^t on assuming its fuU direction. It would be 
naive to think otherwise. 

The Daily Colonist, for its part in this arguntent, 
does not believe that the Canadian people as a whole 
or Victorian citiaens In partioular are yet ready to 
make this move. 

Professor Emery's second point was sonrte dis¬ 
tance removed from his first aspect bul nevertheless 
closely related inasmuch as it dealt with those who 
attend universities—the students. 

Of them he remarked that the majority attended 
universit;- to get degrees, not an education. He aaid 
that the functions of a university are to grant degrees 
to those who want them; to educate those who haven’t 
the initiaUve to educate themselves; and to provide 
a foundation for an education which wiU take 30 years 
of living to acquire. 

Again otre can only assume from this view that 
the professor has a great dbregarrl for his charges. 
The best he can say of them is that they are tacking 
in InItaUve and wlU need another 50 years after grad¬ 
uation to complete their education. 

If Professor Emery’s thoughts are taken to their 
Bomewhat Ulogical conclusion one might easily be per¬ 
suaded to wonder why he finds it neceastry to be on 
the faculty of a univerrtty or why, Indeed, it ta ne- 
oHHuy to have a university at ail. 

If Professor Ertwty's object ta to hamper the 
fund-ratalnR drive for British Cohimbta's three unl- 
vendtirs at this time, we would say he has done a 
tine job. 

However, we cannot wish him luck either In the 
attainment of this objective or his hope that our 
younger generations of Canadians will in future come 
under government direction if they seek higher 
cducallon. 

We are yet free citizens In a free country. Let 
us Insure this much for our children as well by keep¬ 
ing government hands off our universities by con- 
tliiuing to contribute from our own packets to the 
growth and development of our instituUona of higher 
learning. 

And let Professor Eineiy concentrate on the 50 
yeais of living In acquiring his education. He has 
the talent for It.

All About Beans 


U ygu are the lortunate poiiniar 
c( a home freezer, pick your beana 
in the cool d the evening or early 
morning — never In the the 

day — and ruth them to the freezer. 
If alloued to lie around in the tun 
they will wilt and lone their freihneti 
and critpneit, and freezing can never 
put back flavor once loat in thli way. 

It it important that your beana be 
kept picked even when you can't uae 
them, for once a bean ^ant lucceedi 
in setting and ripening iti icedt. it 
feeli It hat done itt duty to poateiity 
and will timply pack np and quit. In 
picking, watch aapeclally tor the hard- 
toaec podt hiding beMnd a curtain o< 
foliage, lor it takei only a few mer- 
looked podt to bring producUon to a 
atop. Pick two4iandcd, tteadying the 
vine with one hand while pulling off 
the pod with the other, for a one- 
handed jerk can looaen the rooti ka 
the BoU.

Beana will make a crop on very pour 
toll If neceiaaiy, but tliey do belter 
and have a lot more reilitance to dis¬ 
ease erhen gnnvn on well-manured toil. 
1 think moat gardenera know that cer¬ 
tain beneficial toil bacteria take up re¬ 
sidence in the roots of bean plants and 
assist fai their growth by secreting this 
as an excuse to neglect feediilg the bean 
patch, but what Isn’t gmera^ realized 
is that these bacteria are attracted to 
the bean roots by a secretion exuded by 
the roots, and this substance is pn^ 
duced ONLY by plants In virile health, 
hence the need of a start in fertile soil. 

Adequate supply of lime in the soil 
Is necessary for tlie health of both the 
bean vine and the nitrogen-fixing liac- 
teria. and the site for the bean rows 
should he given a generous dressing of 
lime before sowing. Use the fast-acting 


The roots on a bean plant are none 
too plentiful, so it Is moat important 
that none be damaged during cultiva¬ 
tion. Any hoeing around the plants 
should be very shallow—a light scuffling 
with the Dutch hoe will control weeds If 
you cattch them while they are still 
young. 

Ream, both the green and yellow 
poddad, should aheays be picked and 
eaten while the pods are still young 
and tender and before the seeds have 
made them bulgy. Mature beans are 
cheap and plentiful In the shops — 
fresh, canned and fast-frozen — but 
only the family that grows their own 
can enjoy the incomparable flavor of 
baby beam, picked while still not much 
bigger than your little finger.
